tion of their lives, or for that divine outpouring of the inspired soul upon the illu- 
minated page or canvas, from which the watching world may learn, with instant re- 
velation, of tjie perfect harmony of God." 

EXHIBITION OP THE ROYAL ACADEMY, 

This exhibition, which has just opened, is stated to he one of more than average 
merit. Landseer, Leslie, Mulready, Lee, and other well-known artists, maintain 
their old reputation, while the younger men, E. M. Ward, Frith, Egg, Creswick, 
Frank Grant, Goodall, Hunt, W. D. Kennedy, Collinson, and others, are advancing 
rapidly in merit and fame. 

The places of honor in the great or principal room are occupied by Leslie's 
" Scene from Don Quixotte;" Turner's " Venus and Adonis," (wearing very much 
the look of an old master); Herbert's "Lear and Cordelia," for the New Houses of 
Parliament; Stanfield's largest and best work, his "Tilbury Fort;" Edwin Land- 
seer's " Free Church" and his " Forester's Family," (both small pictures) ; Mul- 
ready's "Women Bathing," a kind of Academy study carried out; Webster's 
" Boys' Slide ;" Eastlake's beautiful study of a female head, which he calls 
" Helena ;" a fine picture of Mr. Egg, A. R. A., and one equally fine (hung as a 
companion) by Mr. Elmore, A. R. A. The line of portraiture includes a capital 
head of John Bright, M. P., by Mr. Knight, R. A ; a charming portrait in pink of 
Mr. Frascr, by Mr. Dubufe, a French artist ; a full length portrait of Mr. Cubitt, 
by Pickersgill, and a large portrait of Prince Albert, by F. R. Say. 

The principal places in the middle room are occupied by Mr. Roberts's large pic- 
ture of " The Destruction of Jerusalem ;" Ward's *• Bookseller's Shop" and 
" Daniel De Foe;" Frith's only picture (but it is a fine one,) " Coming of Age :" 
Edwin Landseer's " Col'y Dogs ;" Creswick's " Passing Showers ;" Goodall's 
" Hunt the Slipper," (one of his best works and in a new style;) an " Incident from 
the early life of West, the Painter," charmingly rendered by E. M. Ward, A. R. 
A.; a clever Cattle Piece, by Sidney Cooper, of Canterbury; Poole's "Triptich," 
from the " Tempest ;" LinnelPs " Sand Pits," " Lorenzo and Isabella," by Mellais ; 
"Rienzi," by Hunt; an "Interior," by Randley, and "Italian Image Boys," by 
Collinson. 

In the West Room is one of Mr. Danby's most exquisite effects of morning light 
— one of Mr. Martin's blue expanses — one of Linncll's Scriptural Landscapes : Mr. 
Herbert's "Outcast of the People;" Kennedy's "Happy Hours;" "Moonlight 
Scenes off the Reculvers," by Clarkson Stanfield, and "Evening Scene in the 
Highlands," by Edwin Landseer. 

In the Sculpture Room, the central position is taken up by Bailey's marble group 
of " The Graces." Marshal contributes his marble statue of Campbell, the Poet; 
and Mr. Behnes his statue of Sir William Follett. Young Mr. Westmacott, the 
R.A. elect, has sent a couple of busts ; and Mr. Wyatt, of Rome, "A Nymph of 
Diana taking a thorn from a grey-hound's foot."
